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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections .under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rixon et al. (Pub. 
No. 2002/0053254). 

Rixon discloses a segmented pedal support portion having a first upper (226) segment 
and a second lower segment (222), the upper segment being pivotally coupled to the lower 
segment to permit pivoting of the lower segment relative the floor of the vehicle; a foot pedal 
carried by the lower segment of the pedal support portion; and a fore-aft position adjuster (224) 
carrying the upper segment of the pedal support portion and configured to be mounted to the wall 
of the vehicle, the fore-aft position adjuster being configured to selectively vary the fore and aft 
position of the pedal support portion and thereby the pedal relative the wall of the vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12, 14-15, 17, 26-38, and 42-45 are allowed. 

4. Claims 16 and 39-41 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed April 15, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claim 13, applicant argues the Rixon et al. reference does not anticipate the 
lower segment pivots relative to the vehicle floor about a pivot axis extending through the lower 
and upper segments. After further consideration of the Rixon et al. reference in light of the 
interview and applicant's comments, the lower segment 222 is allowed to pivot on pin 230 on the 
upper segment 226 relative to the floor. The pedal is pivotally coupled to the lower segment, 
because it rotates in slot 231. See paragraph 21, "[a] rotational connection defined by pin 130, 
230, and 430 ... for accommodating the changing angle of the longitudinal axis of the pedal 
lever 1 18, 218, and 418." Thus, the first upper segment is pivotally coupled to the lower 
segment. Therefore, the Rixon et al. reference anticipates claim 13.
